CARSON TELLS 
PARLIAMENT OF 
MEANS ADOPTED 

TO SINK SUBS 


—— 


Anti-Submarine Department Has 
Been Established by the British 
Admiralty 
London, Feb, 21.—In a speech 

in the House of Commons today 
Sir Edward Carson, first lord of 
the admiralty, said the submarine 
menace recently had grown until 
its extent had become grave and 
serious, The menace had not yet 
been solved, but measures which 
had been adopted, he said, would 
mitigate it by degrees. 

Sir Edward informed the house 
that an anti-submarine depart- 
ment has been established in the 
admiralty composed of the most 
experienced and capable men in 
the navy. The number of armed 
merchant ships had been increas- 
ed 47.5 per cent, in the last two 
months, 

In the first eighteen days of 
February, the first lord of the ad- 
miralty announced, 89 allied and 
neutral steamers of more than 
1,000 tons had been lost, their to- 
tal tonnage aggregating 268,000. 
This was compared with the 
losses of 69 vessels of 201,000 tons 
in the first eighteen days of De- 
cember and of 65 vessels of 182,- 
000 tons the first eighteen days of 
January. ’ 


Work of Navy 

The house, said Sir Edward, would 
expect him to deal mainly with the 
growth of the submarine menace and 
he would do so by surveying the work 
of the navy. He emphasized the im- 
portance of what the grand fleet was 
doing, p ting out that it was assist- 
ne the expeditions in Mesopotamia, 
Saloniki and Egypt, and had to keep 
the seas clear. 


Upon the whole, he said, the coun- 


try had suffered less privations than 
any of the belligerents The total 
number of the personnel carried 
across the seas up to the end of last 
October was 8,000,00, he added. 

While not giving the number of 
submarines destroyed, Sir Edward 
said he had a record of forty en- 
counters with them during the last 


eighteen days. 
9,000,000 Tons of Explosives, 
Up to the end of October, also add- 


ed Sir Edward, the naval forees had 
moved more than 9,000,000 tons of 
explosives and other materials; one

Not a Sailor Refuses, 
In the face of all these sinkings and 


the accompanying sacrifices and trials 


the first lord of the admiralty said 
he had not heard of a single eailor 
who had refused to sail. That was 
what was going to win the war, he 
declared Neutrals might be nervous 
and frightened, but they would fol- 
low the British example and he be- 
lieved would shortly. resume their 


sailing 
Sir Edward said he proposed in the 


futu daily, if possible, to publish 
together the number of losses by 
mines and torpedoes and the num- 


ber of merchant ships entering and 
leaving the ports of the United King- 
dom He would also publish a list 
of vessels which had been attacked 
by and escaped from submarines, 
Forty Exncouters in 18 Days. 

In announcing that he had received 
reports of forty encouters with sub- 
marines in the first eighteen days of 
February, Sir Edward Carson said: 

“The fact that we got to grips with 


them more than forty times in eigh- 
teen days Was an enormous achieve- 
ment,” 

Sir Edward quoted from some of 


these reports dealing with the various 
encouters to show the varying degrees 
of certainty or uncertainty as to the 
fate of the submarines, As an instance> 
in which the result positively was 
known he cited the capture by a de- 
stroyer of a submarine and her crew 

‘Two other cases from which he quoted 
disclosed some of the methods adopt-

ed for fighting the submarines, In one 
of these, he referred to reports from 
an airship which had dropped bombs 
where a submarine had submerged, A 
similar report came from a seaplane 
which had used the same method 
against another submarine. 
Pushes Shipbuilding. 

Referring to shipbuilding, Sir 
Edward said that not a single slip 
would be left unocupied during the 
coming month, and that steps would 
be taken to meet the demands in this 
respect, both of the admiralty-and of 
the mercantile marine. He appealed 
to the workers to labor with unremit- 
ting energy, and to the nation to con- 
sent to the restriction of importa in 
order to make easier the task of the 
admiralty, 

The arming of merchant ships, eaid 
Sir Edward, involved an enormous 
amount of work, but was progressing 
more rapidly each week. Of the arm- 
ed merchantmen, he said 78 per cent. 
escaped the submarines, while, of the 
unarmed ones, 24 per cent. escaped. 

Commenting upon the figures show- 
ing the loses of shipping from sub- 
marine attacks in the first eighteen 
days of February, Sir Bdward said: 

“Our losses are bad enough, but they 
are not equal to the blatant, extra- 
vagant bravado of the German account 
of them.” 

No Concealment of Losses, 

In conclusion, Sir Edward Carson 
said there was not a particle of truth 
in the allegation that the government 
had forbidden the publication of the 
loses of shipping and that, so far as 
he was concerned, he would not be a 
party to a concealment of these losses, 

Turning to the desirability of giving 
details of enemy losses in submarines, 
Sir Edward said the policy of silence 
was a policy least liked by the Teu- 
tonic allies. 

“A submarine starts out on its cam- 
paign of murder, and all that is knoy-n 
by the German admiralty is that she 
did not return,” said Sir rdward. 
‘Everything else is a mystery.” 

Another objection to the publication 
of such losses, said Sir Edward, was 
the difficulty of establishing with 
tainty the destruction of submarines. 
rom day to day and from week to 
week reports of encounters were re- 
ceived, and these reports ran from 
certainty through probability, down 
to possibility and to improbability, 
Tribute to Jellicoe, 


He expressed the opinion that the 
country was extremely fortunate in 
having Admiral Jellicoe at the head 


of the admiralty “In his record of 
service and experience Admiral Jelli- 
coe occuples a unique position,” the 
speaker commiented. 

As an officer ot the admiralty for 
(wo and a half years he had held the 
destiny of the country in his hands. 


Admiral Beatty, continued Sir 
Edward, was now commanding the 
greatest fleet which ever sailed the 


sea and had the complete confidence 
of the officers and men. A fifth sea 


lord had been appointed to deal with 
the air service, he announced, while 
the transport department of the navy, 


except insofar as it was concerned with 
the transport of troops, had been 
transferred to the shipping controllers. 
Sir Edward said he was certain the 
problem of the submarine menace 


could be solved, but it could only be 
solved if the nation acted in the way 
he indicated in conjunction with the 


navy. 
Winston Churchill Follows. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, formerly 
first lord of the admiralty, who fol- 
lowed Sir Edward Carson as speaker, 
said: 

“The present submarine danger 
arose from new efforts and new de- 
vices adopted by the Germans since 
August, 1914. Our sole anxiety arises 
from the activity, not of ships of the 
German fleet, which existed before the 
beginning of the war, but from those 
Which have been constructed = since 
Serious as the danger is, it should not 
be exaggerated Although Admiral 
Jellicoe has been called to deal with 
the submarine menace in place of 
Baron Fisher, as I urged last year 
which was not possible be- 
fore the Jutland battle, when we took 


the measure of the German fleet—I 
am still of the opinion that means 
should be found to employ Baron 
lisher’s ingenious plans.’ 

Col. Churchill said he agreed that 
merchant shipbuilding shoud virtu 
ally monopolize Great Britain's con 
struction. The chief object of th

President J. P. Griffin of Chicago Board of Trade Says Immediate 
Embargo is Necessary on All Products-—Present Scarcity of 
Food Supplies Borders Upon Famine in Many 
Communities 


Chicago, Feb, 21—Presiden: J. P. 
Griffin of the Chicago board of trade 
ioday telegraphed to the interstate 
commerce commission and to the pre- 
sidents of eastern railroads insisting 
that unless on immediate embargo 
were placed oa all products eastbound 
out ot Chicago except fuel and food- 
stuffs the country will face the danger 
of anarchy ang rioting.
